It is a far reaching prop­ 
osition, as it now stands, and it 
cannot be passed oft lightly. There 
L> ow ^ort for it in a num ber of 
quarters. While it undoubtedly will 
not become law in its present form, 
it must be regarded as the opening 


The Wyoming senator's principal 
idea is to require businesses of an 
incorporated character to take out 
a federal license. If they do not 
comply, the proposed law would 
deny them the right to ship goods 
ii)' * retail trade between states. 
While the main theme of the prop­ 
osition does not seem anything about 
which one should get excited, it is 
the things that can be done behind 
such a general requirem ent that 
m ust and will be examined by con­ 
gress 
and 
the 
country 
before 
it takes a step of the kind advocated 
b.v Senator O’Mahoney. For exam ­ 
ple, if the federal government is 
perm itted to require busine; r es to 
obtain a license or charter from 
Washington, those businesses may 
Lv. im p e lle d to m eet all m anner 
of requirem ents before such a li­ 
cense or charter is granted. In the 
reverse, if after they have the Ii- 
c n"~1' they fail to observe the pro­ 
visions laid down cither by congress 
or bald - headed bureaucrats, re- j 
vocation of the license is the pen­ 
alty that m ay be exacted. It should 
I 
*d that exaction of a penalty 
of this kind, once the license provi­ 
sion is established as a federal gov­ 
ernm ent right, becomes a powerful 
weapon and the limit to which that 
pov cr m ay be exercised is scarcely 
to be forecast. 
While, as I said, the O’Mu honey 
legislation may not be expected to 
become law in its present form, its 
term s and provisions give a hint 
of what can be expected of any 
legislation of a similar character. 
Take this provision, for example: 
“ Hates of pay shall be increased 
and hours of work shall be reduced 
in accordance with gains in the 
productive efficiency of the indus­ 
try, arising from increased m echan­ 
ization, improvements in technologi­ 
cal methods, or from other causes, 
ti the end that employees shall have 
an equitable participation in the out­ 
put of industry, and that employ­ 
m ent and m ass purchasing power 
m ay keep pace with industry.” 


It seems quite obvious that under 
such a basic statem ent of prim i- 
. . 
pies, 
a business 
D ic ta to r ia l 
could 
easily 
b e 
P o w e r s 
m ade to agree to 
collective bargain­ 
ing among its employees, to estab­ 
lish minimum wages and to follow 
^ r** ues of some bureau or com- 
Yiiiaaiun in Washing tem in actual 
m anagem ent and promulgation of 
policies. Indeed, it is set forth in 
the O ’Mahoney draft that the fed­ 
eral trade commission would be au­ 
thorized to obtain all “ relevant and 
detailed data as to production costs, 
prices and profits.” 
As I see this sort of thing and 
from the views of experts with 
whom I have consulted, I cannot 
~ 
the conclusion that such leg­ 
islation simply extends to the fed­ 
eral government dictatorial powers 
over virtually all private business. 
It m eans, moreover, that politics 
ann j oiiticians would be the guiding 
force and that if union labor leaders 
were in control of the agency hav­ 
ing fipervisory powers over busi­ 
ness or if communists or conserv­ 
atives or any other class were in 
control, business would be directed 
in ..jourdance with the economic 
views of that school of thought. 
Since our nation frequently hands 
the 
responsibility 
of 
government 
control from one political party to 
the other, the implications of such 
leg station as tics are tremendous, 
to say the least. 
Constitutional questions enter into 
this legislation and it m ay be that 
the basic theory advanced by the 
Wyoming senator will not hold at 
all 
As I understand it, 
Senator 
O'Mahoney is holding no pride of 
authorship as to the language of 
his bill but to the principles he 
strongly adheres. So, it is made 
to appear at least, as I said above, 
that this proposal constitutes an en­ 
tering wedge on an entirely new 
theory of governm ent’s relation to 
private business. For that reason, 
it is one of the most significant 
propositions to come forward in re­ 
cent years, m ore significant, I be­ 
lieve, than the ill-fated NBA. It 
certainly is a proposition that should 
be watched closely by all citizens.

cial regulation, and hereafter no 
foreign service officer can m arry an 
alien while he is in the foreign 
service unless he gets the consent 
of “ father” State departm ent. 
It is immensely interesting but 
not significant in an international 
w ay that the State departm ent’s or­ 
der concerning international m a r­ 
riages should have been promul­ 
gated during the heat of the British 
constitutional crisis over King Ed­ 
w ard ’s determination to m arry the 
American - born Wallis Warfield 
Simpson. 
It simply happened to 
com e along at the sam e time, but 
since all the world loves a lover, 
in Washington one hears reference 
to the Simpson-Edward affair m en­ 
tioned m any times in the sam e 
breath with the State departm ent 
decree. This obtains because nearly 
all of our foreign service people have 
relations 
or 
friends 
in 
the 
na­ 
tional capital and the decree for­ 
bidding international m arriages set 
m any tongues to wagging. 
But the State departm ent ruling 
ought to be treated with utmost 
seriousness and sincerity. It is im­ 
portant. It is necessary to stretch 
the imagination a great way in or­ 
der to assum e that international 
m arriages of the type banned by 
I the State departm ent would ‘‘shake 
an em pire” after the m anner o f 
international m arriages among roy­ 
alty. On the other hand, it seems to 
me to be quite fair to say that in­ 
ternational m arriages among offi­ 
cial representatives of a nation t an 
very easily prove em barrassing to 
the government by which the for­ 
eign service officer receives creden­ 
tials. In fact, there are instances 
on record where such m arriages 
have proved to be serious obstacles 
in the settlem ent of disputes be­ 
tween government-. 
Then, it m ust be considered that 
there is a genuine possibility of 
war in Europe in the next few years 
A tremendous tragedy is being pre­ 
pared there. While obviously any 
governmental decision that has the 
effect 
of

arouses antagonism, a sym pathetic 
feeling am or? all with tender hearts, 
in this circumstance, the rule seems 
well justified. In addition to follow­ 
ing the lead of other nations on the 
point, our State departm ent has

nation free from any possible en­ 
tanglements in event of that Eu- | 
ropean tragedy that looms like red 
fire on the horizon of the future.

by the new ban, but elimination of 
that source of potential difficulty 
for the future is regarded as likely 
to be valuable, 
I have heard criticism of the 
State departm ent’s order on the 
ground that affairs of the heart are 
private affairs—which indeed they 
are. But it must be rem em bered 
that where an individual accepts 
the rights, prerogatives and priv­ 
ileges of official position, he accepts 
at the sam e time certain definite 
responsibilities. In tho case of a 
foreign service officer, his accept­ 
ance of the government title makes 
him at once and the sam e time a 
part of that government in a most 
peculiar way. Because foreigners do 
not understand our government any 
better than we understand foreign 
governments, when an American 
foreign service officer speaks, 
he 
speaks actually as the American 
government. One r e el not amplify 
this further than to say, therefore 
one of that ot.icnl’s responsibilities 
is to carry out policy. National pol 
icy can be arranged only at its 
proper sources, namely, the Pres 
(dent and the D epartm ent of State 
So, while budding rom ances may 
be blighted, heartaches may arise 
soft lights in the eyes of men and 
maidens may bo dim med by the 
cruel and cold words of official regu­ 
lations, it needs m ust be said that 
the welfare of a great nation must 
supersede the personal desires of a 
lonely man for a mate. 
Thus, where any of our American 
diplomats or consular officers here 
after feel they cannot tread life’s 
highway without the accompaniment 
of a foreign-born princess of their 
dream s, they simply will have to 
resign from their jobs and bring the 
lady home.

I am aware that it takes time and 
some thought to read and weigh these 
explanations, but the average person 
is without them and they are ABSO­ 
LUTELY necessary 
for a basis 
of 
sane Faith. 
Therefore, we take up 
the process of the Salvation of Jesus’ 
disciples. 
First, the Holy Spirit sent 
John the Baptist to lead the people 
through the F ather’s Dispensation; 
namely, 
Repentance 
toward 
Odd. 
Note that John 
demanded 
“Fruits 
meet for repentance . 
That is, he 
called them to a wholehearted repen­ 
tance and evidence thereof. And as 
many as truly repented, they thus 
entered the 
l ath er’s 
Dispensation. 
But the forgiveness of sins is sus- I 
pended till the repenting soul accepts 1 
Jeans Christ a.- his personal Savior. RETURNS 
Therefore, John began to point out I 
Jesus, saying, “ Behold the Lamb of 
God, that taketh away the sin of the 
world.” 
And as many of John’s dis­ 
ciples as rtuly believed in and ac­ 
cepted Christ were, through the op­ 
eration of the Holy Ghost, born ut 
God and became conscious of the for­ 
giveness of all their sins. 
Some who do not believe in the 
second blessing theory of Salvation 
have tried to argue that the disciples 
of Jetus were not bom of the spirit 
until after the ascension of Christ, 
and they received the Holy Ghost on 
the day of Pentecost, 
But such an 
argument only reveals a lack ol com­ 
prehension of Bible truth. 
M hen 
John’s disciples, 
who had 
already 
been baptized unto repentance, ac­ 
cepted Jesus as their 
Savior 
there 
was no power under Heaven to cut 
them out ot 
being 
instantaneously 
born ol tire Spirit. 
Now, lets see if I am correct; we 
tu rn to -Math, 5th, 6th and 7th chap­ 
ters, 
called 
toe 
Sermon 
on 
the 
Mount. 
We take up 5:1, “And see­ 
ing the multitudes, he went up into 
the mountain: and when he was set, 
his disciples came unto hun." 
Not 
the multitudes, but HIS DISCIPLES, 
followed him into the mount where 
he preached this sermon. 
VS ere they 
bol ii ol the Spirit? We ll see. Among 
other things, lie said to them: ' Ve 
are the salt of the earth; , . . ye ate 
the light of the world.” 
"Sait 
r e ­ 
ferred to their wholesome and mac­ 
ing intlUenee and powei among men; 
and “Light” indicated their intellec­ 
tual ana spiritual illumination ol a 
lost world, 
t ould such be said of 
unconvei u*d, lost sinners? Never in 
this world! 
Next v»>■ note that Jesus, i, 
s e r m o n , lepcatediy taught them 
God was their Heavenly Father; 


•Read the whole chapter carefully and 
you will find 
that this 
nromisc is 
'made to the i?ons and daughters of 
the CHURCH, the 
Sph inborn 
of 
God, which was most eminently ful­ 
filled on the day of Pentecost; and 
sure enough, it fell on Christians who 
evidently 
had 
been 
born 
of 
the 
Spirit. 
We are trying to emphasize 
the fact that “ The promise of the 
Father” was not made to the uncon­ 
verted, but only to the Sj ii-it-bo rn. 
Then we turn to Math. 3:11, “ I in­ 
deed baptize you with 
water 
unto 
Repentance but he that cometh a l­ 
ter me is mightier 
than I, 
whose 
shoes I ain not worthy to ileal*, he 
h hall baptize 
you 
w ith the 
Holy 
Ghost and fire”, 
which 
was “the 
promise of the Father and ft ii on 
them on Pentecost.

Now I want to ask, ii any sane 
man, having any knowledge of Goos

were NOT born of the spirit when 
they were sent out to the ministry? 
Does God send out unsaved men to 
preach the Gospel? 
No, no, never. 
Note that no one can be forgiven tm 
they have repented; and tiius enter­ 
ed the Father's Dispensation. 
likewise, no one can be forgiven 
receive divine life until by I aith they 
accept ( brist as their savior. I lie re- 
fore, if the disciples gave evidence 
that they were the children of God, 
it is also evident that they had pass­ 
ed through the father's Dispensa­ 
tion and were in the Dispensation of 
the Son. 
in John 14: 15-17, “ Ii ye love me, 
kii-p my commandments. And I will 
pi ay the fa th e r, and lo shall give 
you another < omforter, that he may 
abide with you forever; Even the 
Spirit of truth: whom the world can­ 
not receive, became it seeth him not, 
neither knoweth him: but ye Know 
him; for he dwelkth with you, and 
shah be in you.”

I are now being selected for purchase 
of farms, the supervisor said. Fifty 
have been nominated for the whole 
state, out of 588 to be provided with 
farms under thi> y©ai a allocations. 
“ These fifty nominees have been lo­ 
cated on their present farms an aver- 
age of six years, as compared 
with 
the fact that less than half of Texas 
tenant farm ers have been on their 
i resent farm more than one year,” 
he said. “These nominees have aver­ 
age net assets of 31,421, mostly in 
teams ana tools. Their average ag*1 
is 40 years, and the average family 
includes two or three children.
